Dail Eireann has ratified the Articles of 
Agreement between Great Britain and Ire- 
land. Technically, the country’s fate has 


| been decided. by the narrow majority. of 
| Seven votes. Actually, the decision ex- 


presses the will of at least nine-tenths of 
the Irish people. They made up their

Mr. Arthur. Griffith and Mr. Michael 
Collins have dominated the proceedings in 
the Dail. “They. will be leading members 
of the Provisional Government, and they 
have given the éountry some réason to 
hope that they will take up their new task 
with a ,solemn sénse. of their, responsi- 
bilities tó all parties and ‘classes’ in 
Southern Ireland, We shall not speculate 
on the» developments which must come 
erowditig on the. heels of the Dati's 
decision. Much will depend on the atti- 
tude of Mr. de Valera and his followers. 
He declared on' Saturday evening, and 
again yesterday, thatthe Irish Republic 
would ‘remain in being until the Irish 
people had disestablished it. If this 
phrase. means merely that Mr. de Valera 
will -refuse to recognise the Treaty and 
will advise his supporters to take mo active 
part in administering it until a general 
election has confirmed the country’s allegi- 
ance to it, we can afford to wait for that 
certain and early confirmation. For the 
present we decline to believe that any dis- 
satisfied Republican will seek to vent his 
dissatisfaction by inflicting further unrest 
or misery ón his fellow-countrymen. Any 
conflict in Ireland now must be civil con- 

ict between Irishmen and Irishmen. Mr. 
de Valera has fought strenuously foy his 
conyietions, and he has been defeated. If 
he is a true patriot, he will bow to the 
national decision and, if he eannot help, 
at. least will not hinder the work of ‘the 
new Administration, The fifty-seven 
deputies who voted against- the Treaty 
have made their protest. “We hope that, 
having made it, they wil] be ready now to 
fulfil the wishes of their constituents. 

We speak. for the vast majority of 
Southern loyalists when we say that they 
are ready to take Mr. Arthur Griffith at 
his word. They face the future with 
anxious hearts. +All their old landmarks 
have disappeared. They have reached a 
point where they must break with tradj- 
tions that were very dear to them. They 
are forced to adjust their minds to an 
entirely new set of ideals and ideas. 
are invited to launch the ship of their 
hopes and fortunes upon an uncharted sea, 
For the moment, at any rate, a wide gap 
seems to divide them from all the Imperial 
institutions which they still honour and 
have helped to build. To one article of 
faith, however, they continue to fix an un- 
shaken mind. Ireland is their country and 
her future must bé their future. The 
talk of a sort of Babylonian exodus, in 
which some well-meaning Englishmen 
have indulged, has irritated them. If 
they must make a new start, they prefer 
to. make it in their own land. We attach 
little importance to the wild abuse of 
Southern loyalists which came from one or 
two excited speakers in the Dail. . We 
attach much importance to Mr. Griffith's 
promise that, so far as he can have his 
way, all minorities will get fair play and 
full consideration in the Irish State. We 
believe that Mr. Griffith speaks for virtu- 
ally the whole of Nationalist Ireland, 
which realises that by this road only can 
the goal of true unity be reached. The 
Southern loyalists will do their best to 
make the new settlement a success. They 
demand only an equality of. opportunity 
and they ask for no confidence which they 
are not prepared to earn.

Dublin Robberies. 


Ever sincs the beginning of the truce 
Dublin has been a happy hunting ground 
for armed robbers. Scarcely a week has 
passed without some daring “hold-up” 
in a city bank or business establishment, 
and in virtually every case the robbers 
have made good their escape with con- 
siderable sums of money. At last the 
bandits have met with a ‘reverse. On 
Saturday evening five of them, armed to 
the teeth, swooped down upon the premises 
of Messrs. Johnston, Mooney, and 
O’Brien, the well-known bakers, at Balls- 
bridge. They “held up” the manager 
and cashier according to plan, and were 
preparing for a comfortable haul of the 
week's takings when they suffered a severe 
shock. Two policemen, also armed, ap 
peared on the scene, and the robbers took 
‘to instant flight. Shots were exchanged, 
but nobody seems to have been injured. 
The moral is obvious. The two policemen 
were on the premises in anticipation of 
a coup. Had the robbers made a fight, 
they probably would have overcome the 
police by weight of numbers; but gentle- 
men of their calling usually keep their 
hearts near their boots, and the mere sight 
of a policeman sen. them scuttling to 
safety. We hope that the example which

Moliere 


France is celebrating at present the 


three hundredth ,annivergary of the birth | 


of Moliére. All the Paris theatres, from 


the great Comédic-Francaise down to the 


Concert-Mayol, will do homage in some 
way to him who has been described as the 
founder of the modern French stage. 
The festival was begun at the 
Odéon last Thursday with the produc- 
tion of “ L'Efourdi,' but it is at the 
Comédie-Francaise, as the leading French 
theatre, that the celebrations will be 
most notable. On January 14th the 
dramatist’s birthday, French and foreign 
delegates will be received: in the amphi- 


“theatre of the Sorbonne by the Presi- 


dent of the Republic. Twenty-six of 
Moliére’s best comedies will be pro- 
duced at the different theatres. [Free 
matinée performances will be given at 
both the Odéon and the Comédie-Frangaise | 
to the general public. Moliére’s writings 
are remarkable for their clarity of vision 
and good sense, for that irresistile 
laughter which penetrates every folly, and 
for their freedom from the indecent and 
the indelicate vices. which were so pre- 
valent among his contemporaries. France 
is not ignorant of the place where her true 
greatness lies in the domain of art and 
literature. She knows also how to honour 
the men who have made -her great in this 
domain. Iréland, with advantage, might 
take example from her. 


Britain’s Beer. 


In the mind of the British workman the 
price of beer is the criterion of freedom. 
The Working Men’s Club and Institute 
Union, which claims an adult membership 
of 1,200,000, started a national campaign 
against the ruling prices on Saturday. If 
there is to be a general election, the 
organisers declare, the price of beer must 
be one of the principal issues. Their 
demands are anything but modest. In 
the first place, the tax on beer must be 
reduced ; that, of course, is a matter for 
the Government. Furthermore, however, 
the brewers must lower their prices, irre- 
spective of taxation, and must supply the 
beverage at lower rates to clubs than those 
which apply to “tied” houses. The price 
of beer was fixed in 1920, and the working 
men assert that, in the meanwhile, costs 
have fallen very heavily. Barley has 
fallen from £6 10s. to £2 15s., malt from 
£7 10s. to £3 15s., and sugar from £3 5s. 
to £1 5s. Yet the price of beer remains 
unchanged. They are determined that 
this thing shall not be. A meeting of the 
union’s executive was held in Leeds ón 
Saturday, and the great campaign will be 
in full swing in the course of a few days. 
Irishmen are not great beer drinkers, but 
many of them are partial to stout. While, 
therefore, they may—not excite themselves 
unduly over the movement for cheap beer 
in England, they will not be without hope 
that the Free State will give them their 
favourite drink at a more reasonable 
price.

English in French. 


A Paris newspaper, the 4ufo, is making 
a brave effort to rid the French tongue of 
its jargon of English sporting terms. The 
word “sport ” itself is English, dnd has 
been absorbed by almost every language in 
the world ; but many of the technical terms 
in connection with games and gthletics 
might well be erased from the French 
vocabulary. In football, for instance, 

rwards, backs, and half-backs have 
simple French equivalents in avauts, 
arrwres, and demis; yet the English 
words are universally adopted, while “ off- 
side” is the. ordinary expression for 
hors-jeu. “ Knock-ont” is another term 
for which no good equivalent is likely 
to be found, but crochet is as good as 
“ hook,” and direct du gauche sounds just 
as well as “a straight left.” There is one 
weird word in French, however, which 
seems to have come to stay. It is 
“footing.’ The Frencli use is for any 
kind of walking contest, just as they use 
the word “ smoking” for a dinner jacket ; 
and both words are regarded as being 
typically English, whereas, of course, they 
are nothing of the sort. Other quaint 
instances of Gallic “ English” are “ five- 
o'clock,” for a cup of tea, and “ high- 
hfe’’—pronounced “ig-leef’’—for that 
peculiarly Parisian custom known on this 
side of the Channel as “having a good 
time.” : 


GRIM FOREST FIGHT. 


LEOPARD KILLED BY INDIAN 
HUNTER.

MR. JAMES LAW. 


The death is anneunced of Mr. James Law, 
one of the proprietors of The Scotsman, aged 
83, yesterday morning, at his residence in Edin- 
burgh. Mr. Law, who for more than 64 years 
was business manager of the paper, first be- 
came prominent in the newspaper world by his 
able, persistent advocacy of the granting of 
telegraphic facilities for the reporting of news. 
He was the first newspaper manager to use a 
special train for distributing his paper. Among 
hig other enterprises was the leasing of a special 
wire between London and Edinburgh, and the 
building of new offices in 1872, which have been 
since abandoned for the existing handsome 
edifice which with the site cost half a million.

BORROWED SPORTING | 
HOW ENGLISH IS 
- FRANCE. 


English and Americans playing at almost any 
iene with French men and women have little 
need to know French, for almost all sport- 
ing terms uséd in France are English. : 

thus in tenma (writes Reuters Paris Cor- 
respondent) a French player generally makes a 
great. performance of calling ‘ Play before 
service; the scoring, it is true, Is In French ; 
but “ Deuce” is more frequently used than the 
equivalent French term, and “Out. appears 
to have no French equivalent; at all events, if 
it has, it .is never used. ae 

It has. until latterly, been the same in foot- 
ball, although gradually French terms are 
finding their way into descriptions of matches 
appearing in the Fregch. sporting Press. 
Avants, demis, and arriéres seem to have re- 
placed forwards, half-backs, and full-backs, and 
mélée is more ordinarily used than scrum. But 
English words, nevertheless, persist; off-side is 
better known than Aors jeu. : 

The same is noticeable in boxing. French 
terms such as crochet and direct du gauche are 
used interchangeably with the English “ hook 
and “ straight left.” There seems, however, to 
be no French term for “ knock-out,” which is 
invariably used. Boxers, too, delight im pre- 
fixing their names with English terms, such as 
Battling Siki and Knock-Out Marchand. The 
English word ‘ promotes” is more used than 
the French equivalent. 

Skating is referred‘ to as “ skating” as often 
as it is given its French name of patinage, 
and the curiously un-English “ footing  signies 
a walking contest. Sports Clubs frequently 
bear an ‘english name. 

A campaign has now been opened by the 
Auto, a Paris sporting paper, for the avoidance 
of the English word where a French word will 
serve. It is admitted that it will be as difficult 
to change popular habit as it was during the 
war to ite-baptise Fau de Cologne, and call it 
‘Kau de Lié¢ge,” an attempted change.of name 
which was a dismal failure. : 

Also, no objection is faised to certain English 
words which have, in the course of time, become 
French, and which cannot be replaced. The 
word “ sport” itself is one of these. It has its 
own French pronunciation, and its English 
origin has been so far forgotten that it now 
takes the place in the dictionary. It is true 
that, though it has come back from English 
into French,- it may be claimed that it, is 
originally a French word, since the English 
‘sport ” comes from “ disport,” which, in its 
turn, is derived from the old French disaporter. 
On the other hand, “club,” which is use 
throughout France to designate football, tennis, 
rowing, and other sports clubs, has a distinctly 
Scandinavian origin; it, too, is included in 
French dictionaries. 

Words such as these cannot be replaced py a 
purely French word, but where there sa 
French equivalent a determined effort is to be 
made to use it.

Churchill has returned from Cannes to 
act as the representative of the Primes 
Minister in seeing that everything is per 
formed with expedition and in a manner 
satisfactory to the Irish Government.

Unless we gravely err, Mr. de Valera and 
his friends have now no more solid foothold 
for their policy than Irish. gratitude for their 
own pest services. It would, however, be 
wrong on that account to make little of their 
power for mischief. 

Under the Treaty a Provisional. Government 
is at once to spring into being. Men who have 
little experience of administratién will be called 
upon to assume the control of their country’s 
destinies under new and unprecedented condi- 
tions. Much that has been familiar to them 
will have passed away. A stern necessity will 
enforce improvisations. They may, and they 
probably will, make mistakes. Ireland may 
discover under her new rulers that self-govern- 
ment in practice is not the unmixed blessing 
theory has suggested. 

The Irish Free State enjoys in law, the privi- 
leges and immunities of Canada and Australia. 
Irishmen are entitled to receive from this coun- 
try no less respect for their new-found freedorn 
than it is wont to display towards the self- 
governing Dominions. 

Much indeed will depend upon the accidents 
that may befall in the susceptille period of 
adolescence. Those who direct her earlier 
destinies will possess powers for good or ill far 
greater than the powers of” those ‘who. will 
come after them. We do not, however, fear 
that so long as it is not warped by the folly of 
British politicians Ireland's growth will be sub- 


verted from the direction ordained by her 
natural position. ; 
There’ have been mistakes and misunder-

[COUNTING THE HOUSE. 


BY OUR 

Last Saturday's meeting of the Dail will not 
be forgotten easily by those who were present 
in Edrisfort terrace. ' [n view of the long and 
dreaty debate which had been in progress for 
so many days the news that the division would 
be taken before the end of the day came as a 
great relicf to everybody. But few were pre 
pared for the dramatic climax that lay iv 
etore, 

When the. members assembled in the morning 
there was a noticeable change in the atmos- 
Fhere, Hitherto it had‘ been heavy and languid 
Now it was keen and highly charged. Mr. de 
Valera seemed to be even more deeply pre- 
occumed than usual. Mr. Collins, for all his 
bowterous nonchalance, was worried and pale. 
The other members were. nervous and ill at 


ease. Everything pointed to momentous events. 
The speakers “in -the morning were evenly 
vivided. Mr. Harry Boland, “who had come 


home from America to support Mr. de Valera, 
was the: most interesting contributor to the de- 
bate, and hie slight nasal twang was distinetiy 
trans-Atlantic. His epeech was well delivered, 
and made & deep impresion on maffy of bis 
listeners. ‘lhe mages of the American people, 
he eaid, were in favour of acceptance of the 
Treaty, but the people who had s.ubscribed 
the money to the Republican funds were against 
it; and they, after all, were the people whem 
Ireland should consider first. 

Mr, M’Grath, whe went with Mr. Boland on 
that farmous trip to Gairloch waa as strongly in 
favour of the Treaty as his colleague was 
opposed to it; Mr. Boland, he asserted, knew 
when he returned to America that the Republic 
was unattainable. He had gone back ‘to fre. 
pare the people of the United States for scme- 
thing less, 

The other speakers were all smailer f:y, and 
had little to add to the debate. The hincheon 
adjournment: wae taken at about 1.30, when it 
was announced that in the afternoon two fri- 
vate inembers ‘would speak on either side, after 
which the debate would be wound up by Messrs. 
Cathal Brugha and Arthur Griffith. 

Towards four o'clock a large crowd began to 
gather outside University College, and tense 
excitement, prevailed both inside and outside 
the House. There was a full attendance of 
members, and the accommodation for the Press 
and members of the privileged public was 
crammed to its fullest capacity. 

For the first time since the resumption after

Mr. Brugha is a little man, with a slight 
limp and a singularly immobile face. He speaks 
quietly, weighing every word before he utters 
it, amd makes little or no attempt to secure 
rhetorical effects. But hie speech was saturated 
with bitterness. He spoke for some minutes in 
Irish, of which he is a master, and then switch- 
ing over inte.Bnglish, delivered a series of at- 
tacks on the supporters of the Treaty. 

Few escaped his witWering scorn. Mr. Cos- 
grave—‘ the jocular gentlemam from Kilkenny” 
—Mr. Sein Milroy, Mr. Duggan, and many 
others were assailed with merciless venom; yet 
Mr. Brugha -rarely » raised his voice. His 
bitterest thrusts were made with the utmost 
sang froid.

How implacable was the 
mind that gave them life! 

Having dealt with Mr. Collins, he turned to 
Mr. Griffith, to whom, after some bard words, 
he appealed not to vote for the Treaty. Leave 
it to the Dail to accept or reject, he concluded, 
and your name will live for ever in Irish 
history. 

There was a short adjourmment after Mr. 
Brugha’s speech. Mr. de Valera suggested it, 
ani everybody was grateful to him. Nerves 
were all on edge, and the air was so highly 
charged with explosive material that half an 
hour's rest was very necessary. 

On resumption there was a short, but good 
humoured passage of arms between Messrs. 
Boland and Collms, who addressed each other 
as “ Michael” and “Harry” respectively, and 
then Mr. Griffith began his speech. 


SEARCHING ANALYSIS. 


It was by far the most statesmanlike utters 
ance that has been made im the Dail. Mr. 
Grifith is not a very impressive speaker, as @ 
rule, but he stands head and shoulders above 
most of his colleagues, both as @ thinker and 
as a dialectician, ana tore the case. against 
the. Treaty to ribbons. He devastaáled Mr. de 
Valera's alternative proposals by his searching 
analysis, and appealed to the Dail to abandon 
its cloud-cuckoo land for solid ground. 

There was nothing emotional about Mr. 
Grifith’s speech, ee melodramatic. He 
se for well over an hour, and dealt with the 
objections oí the. oppositim seriatem. To 

adame Marckievicz’s jible about the Southern 
Unionists he replied that no State could govern 
itself well against the wishes of 800,000 Unioniste 
in the North amd 400,000 in the South. He 
wanted to get rid of the Southern Unionists, as 
such, altogether. He wanted the old pro- 
and-anti English divisions to be forgotten, and 
new political parties to evolve on natural lines. 

He also refrained from personalities. He 
admitted that he could draw up a better Treaty 
tham that which he was recommending. But 
this Treaty was signed by Mr. Lioyd George. 
That was the thing that the opposition seemed 
to forget. No better terms could be wrung 
from England at present; and, as to finality, 
this could be no more regarded as a “final” 
settlement than our generation could be re- 
garded as the “final” generation of mankind. 


GROWING EXCITEMENT.

News Political Correspondent 
writes :—Week-end reflection has tended to dis- 
count the anticipations of a February General 
Election. It can be stated definitely that tne 
Prime Minister came to no decision in favour 
of this early appeal to the country before leav- 
ing for Cannes. 
ihe probabilities are believed to be that the 
dissolution will not take place until the Irish 
Bill has been carried through Parliament and 
the Budget has been introduced. The whole 
matter hinges far more on the Budget than 
on the necessity or urgency of Second 
Chamber reform. 
The anticipations of those advisers of the 
Ministry who have. been Feine for an early 
dissolution is that the tide of success may be 
missed by waiting till after the production of a 
Budget that will disappoint the country by 
maintaining taxation at its present severity, 
and these apprehensions have been reinforced 
by fears that the popularity of Mr. iaoyd 
George may have been wanimg during the past 
few weeks. 

The position will be changed, however, if a 
reduction of income tax is budgeted for, and 
it is on the cards that this will be attempted. 
The Government would then go to the country 
on the credit of their Irish settlement, com- 
bined with the popularity which would accrue 
from curtailed expenditure and reduced taxa- 
tion. 
No definite decision has been arrived at, but 
a summer election on ar basis, tir at the 
risk of very optimistic budgeting on the years 
revenue, is understood to be the probable out- 
come of the coming Cabinet discussion of tne

MACHINE GUN IN ACTION IN 
BELFAST. 


The week-end in Belfast was comparatively 
quiet, but there were one or two outbreaks 
of shooting on Saturday night and Sunday. 
During the fighting in the Townsend street 
neighbourhood on Sunday afternoon, a man 
named McAlleese was wounded in the hip and 
had to be removed to hospital.

After the injury had been dressed in hospital 
the boy was sent home. 
The total casualties yesterday evening till 
ten o'clock numbered three, including a man 
and a woman who were detained in hospital 
suffering from gunshot wounds.

Sir Douglas Powell, physician to the King, 
writing in the current issue of The Practitioner, 
states that the sweeping of floors in public 
resorts, with great generation of dust, is very 
conducive to the spread of tuberculosis. Dry 
sweeping is an abomination, dispersing dust with 
all its noxious organisms through the atmo- 
sphere, to be deposited again on floors and 
food, and meanwhile to be inhaled and in- 
by occupants and passers by. Such 
sweeping is an obvious source of danger, and 
floors should always be damped beforehand, pre- 
ferably with disinfectant. “Tube railways, 
omnibus companies, factories, and refreshment 
contractors, who allow their food on exhibition 
uncovered, should note this warning. 


SHORTAGE OF FISH,

PRICES GOING UP. 


There was a shortage of fish at Billingsgate 
on Saturday as a result of the recent gales. 
Consequently, said one of the officials, “ prices 
are right away up.” 
“ Billingsgate,” he added, “is not “getting 
half its usual supply. This week, for instance, 
we have had only four boate with small catches. 
instead of twelve boats with normal catches. 
The shortage is general, and anplies to all fish. 
To-day 390 tons instead of 700 tons! With 
half the supply, and the demand more than the 
supply, the price is bound to go up. The 
selling — is not a matter of personal interest 
to us, but it ie a curious thing that when fish 
is scarce the public seem to want it.” 

Moreover, he added, little foreign fish is 
coming to England. Denmark at this time of 
the year usually assists the English supply, 
but during the past week the fish received from 
Danish sources was practically nil.

WASHINGTON CONVENTION. 
WASHINGTON, Saturday. 
The resolutions against the use of poison’ gas 
warfare were passed in practically the same 
form as they were submiited. 
M. Tarrant, in announcing the adherence of 
France, expressed the opinion that the exercise 
of authority in banning the use of gas did not 
seem sfockicable, but the agreement would 
serve to bind the five Powers against an ab- 
horrent method of warfare. 
Mr. Balfou%, on behalf of Great Britain, de- 
clared that the Roct proposal was a ré- 
affirmation of International law on barbarous 
methods of warfare. It would, however, not 
relieve nations from the necessity of preparing 
themselves to guard against the use of gas by 
an unscrupulous enemy. 
In 1915 the present proposal was the law of 
nations, and no nation, but one, had taken 
steps towards protection from poison gas. The 
result: was very nearly a complete disaster to 
the Allied Armies. That example would not 
be ignored. 
Mr. Balfour then referred to the great test 
case of the United States, where, he said, the 
gradually rising indignation against the im- 
moral use of weapons of war had had a “ pro- 
found influence upon the history of the world.”

For the past three years archwological m- 
vestigations have been carried out at Vaison 
(Vaucluse) by the Abbe Santel, who has: de- 
voted himself to bringing to light the old 
Roman city. 

Vaison, the old capital of the Voconses, a 
Celtic tribe, was occupied by the Romans after 
the victory of Marius, and became one of the 
principal cities of the Narbonne region. Con- | 
siderable vestiges of the old city remain; public i 
monuments, -bridges, acqueducts, sewers, and 
quays; temples, ajtars and tombs, private resi- 
dences, and a number of beautiful statues. 

Abbe Santel has chiefly devoted himself to 
excavating the Roman theatre, which must 
have once come near to rivalling the great 
amphitheatre at Orange. It dates from the 
first centuries of the Christian era; it was re- 
paired in the third century, and destroyed at 
the beginnifig of the fifth century, at the time 
of the decree of Honorius. 

The excavation was begun in 1919, and it was 
not long before the whole of the stage was 
uncovered, the fact that the theatre was cut
